Arches at Termination of the Court of 
Honor Show to Excellent Advantage 
—Women Get in Way of Charge at 

‘the Battle of Santiago and Several 
Faint from Fright—Fireworks Hold

The fact that one of the greatest national 

encampments in the history of the G. A. R. 
has begun was effectively demonstrated last 
night by the first illumination of the Court 
of Honor on the lake front.

Invites Friends to Bid Him Good-By 
Before Departing for New York and 
Then Draws Revolver and Ends His

Despondent over the prospect of losing his 
sight and his continuous suffering. Jesse 
Roach, an employé In the office of the City 
Collector, shot himself in the head at the 
Stafford House, Pacific avenue’ and .Van 
Buren street, yesterday morning. He died 
a few hours later at the Samaritan Hospital, 
to which he had been removed. The Cor- 
oner’s jury found that Roach ended his life 
while his mind was temporarily deranged. 

Three persons were in the room at the 
Stafford House when Roach fired the shot, 
and for a time it was thought a murder had 
been committed.

Roach wanted Miss 
McKay to remain away from work and go 
with him to the train. 

‘*On my refusal,” said Miss McKay, “ he 
told me to push back my chair.

Roach had lived in the city about two 
years. He was appointed clerk tn the Col- 
lector’s office about eight months ago 
through the influence of friends on the 
North Side.

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stated in the beginning, Mayor Hop 
Kins’ administration was anything but 
economical one. When Mayor Swift suc- 
ceeded him he had no trouble in cutting down 
expenses materially, including a substantial 
sum from the payrolls, and still give the city 
geod service. When he left office the city 
was in a better financial condition than it 
had been for years, But when the: present 
administration took hold expenses began 
mounting up again and got beyond the Hop- 
kins mark, as shown by the table given. 
These intreases are in but small part due 
to the necessity for more men on account of 
the growth of the city. While there has 
been a growth in population there has been 
but @ small increase in territory and but few 
more men have been employed except where 
day labor has been substituted for contract 
work, and they do.not appear in the figures 
given. The reason for the great increase 
in ‘payrolls lies almost entirely in the added 
Salaries which have been paid city employés 
of iate years. There is hardly a man on the 
payrolls who is not getting more money 
than he or his predecessor did in 1894, and it 
is this which has made most of the differ- 
ence. The only instance which appears of

Mayor Hopkins paid them $45 a month and. 
now they get only $40. To this is due the fact 
th at the item, “ City Hall expenses,” is lower 


turned. to the figures which satisfied the 
Democrats under Mayor Hopkins’ term and 
the rolls weeded of the politica] workers whe 
do no other than political work the payrolls 
of the city would be 33% per cent less at once. 


Many New “ Inspéctors.” 

Another reason for the increase in the pay- 
rolls is the appointment of a lot ef new em- 
ployés under the title of “ inspectors."'

The increase in salaries begins in the May- 
or’s office itself. There are exactly the same 
number of employés in the office now that 
there were under Mayor Hopkins, but the 
payroll is $382 a month greater.

$250 more a month than did Mayor Hopkins, 
his private secretary gets $30 more, the as-

There is now a demand, which will 
inicrease, for a strong city government able 
to deal wisely and justly with both labor and 
capital, and to afford protection to the inter- 
ests of both.

of the city administration, Chicago will be 
able to surpass its own records and produce

John O’ Donnell, who thought two weeks 
ago that traveling through Central Illinois 
selling photo buttons made by the Rigzard 
Phote company, 7 Bine Island avenue, would 
be a pleasant, profitable business, returned 
to the city yesterday and announced to Man- 
ager A. W. Lawson that he thought he'd 
think again. The business was extremely | 
unhealthy, said O'Donnell. He left Joliet on 
Thursday in such a hurry that people who 
saw him on his way to the depot fmagined 
his business was extremely urgent. 

It was, but O'Donnell did not stop to ex- 
plain. He beat his pairsuers, four men and 
a gun, four blocks tothe depot. A train was 
moving out and O’Donnell swung aboard, 
learning later with considerable satisfaction 
that it was bound northward toward Chica- 

_ Had it been bound for Timbuctoo or the 
V’hilippines, however, O'Donnell would have 
caught that train just the same, according 
to his story. | 

The leading pursuer was the husband of 
Mrs. W. T. Sutton, 1105 South Ottawa street, 
Joliet, who two days before had ordered 
sotne photo battons of O'Donnell. The price 
was 60 cents. When O’ Donnell delivered them 
on Thursday Mrs, Sutton examined thom 
critically and said they were finely done. 
She would keep them. she said, and the agent 
could call later for the money. 3 

Experience Makes O’Donnell Wise. 

O'Donnell, who had been led to believe 

from previous experiences that this wasn t 
a good thing to do, refused to consider the 
proposition and demanded the pictures. The 
woman held on to them, whereupon, she 
says, O'Donnell drew a revolver and threat- 
ened her with it. She screamed and her hus- 
band ran in with two companions. : 

O'Donnell says the woman yelled for help 
first. He agrees that the husband, with the 
two companions, appeared on the scene and 
that he then drew his revolver. One of the 
men lungéd for him and O'Donnell hit him 
with the butt end of the weapon. Another 
man came in the house at that juncture, and 
the four fell upon the agent and used: him 
sorely, taking his gun away from him an 
beating him with great enthusiasm an 
unanimity. |

His Adventure in Romeo.

O'Donnell, however, refused to 
give the buttons, and, learning from a neigh- 
bor the address of some of the woman's 
relatives, he went to them with a story to 
the effect that the woman suddenly left home 
for a week, and had sent him word the rela- 
tives would pay for the butions. : 

“ Now, I am sure she will be grateful to. 
you,” said O'Donnell, “ if you take the but- 
tons and. keep them until she returns. It is 
impossible for me to wait.’’ 

The relatives were only too happy to oblige, 
and were so pleased with the buttons that 
they ordered some for themselves. Before 
these last were delivered, however. communt!i- 
cation between the two parties had been es- 
tablished, and when O'Donnell returned the 
second time he was inundated with a wash- 
boller of hot water.

‘Hugh Falvey, whose friends claim for him 
the extraordinary age of 107 years, and who 


residence, 834 Orleans street, yesterday 
morning. Mr. Falvey was one year older 
than Chicago's other centenarian, Miss 
Yardley, who died one month ago, and, like 
her, retained his faculties and a clear per- 
ception of his surroundings until a short 
time before-his death. He was born in Ire- 
land in 1798, and lived there until more than 
50 years of age. : 

He came to this city with his wife after a 
brief stay in New York, and began work 
here &s a laborer. He was one of the em- 
ployés of the Chicago and Galena railroad 
when the engines and cars of that company 
were run upon wooden rails. While em-.. 
ployed by the railroad company he helped 
lay the first of the steel rails that now form 
a network throughout the Western country. 
Mr. Falvey also assisted in the building of 
the old Park station of the Galena division, 
one of the first structures‘of the kind erected 
in Chicago. | 

A few years before the great Chicago fire 
Mr. Falvey had started in the teaming busi- 
ness and had succeeded in accumulating a 
small fortune at the period of the great 


calamity. His residence, household goods, } 


and business were swept away by the fiames, 


He was un- 
able to resume business unti] many years 
later. Mr. Falvey was one of a family noted 
for their longevity, his father living to the 
advanced age of 1415.

BUTCHERS PLAN A STRIKE 


PROPOSE TO TIE UP PACKING IN- 
‘DUSTRY IN THE WEST. 


Low Wages in Kansas City’and the 
Fear of a Cut in Omaha, St. Joseph, 
“apd Chicage Said to Be Reason—Em- 

_ ployers Profess Ignorance of Any 
‘Trouble Brewing and Declare Piant 


/ in New York and San Francisco Will 


‘Make Success, Impossible. 


A strike among the butchers employed in 
the packing-houses in Chicago, Omaha, 


Kansas City, St. Joseph, and St. Louis, Mo., 


is planned to take place at a signal to be 
given by President Michael Donnelly of the 
Amalgamated Meat and Cattle Butchers’ 
association. It is expected that hé will give 
the word on Sept. 15. Promises ‘have been’ 
made, it is asserted, by the heads of other 
organizations in the packing industries, that 
they will join in a sympathetic strike, thus 
paralyzing the packing industry in the cities 
named. 
Chicago packers when interviewed yester- 
day said they had received no intimation of 
trouble brewing among their employés, 
Representatives of the houses of Armour, 
Swift, Cudahy, and the Fowler Packing com- 


| pany stated they did not believe a strike 


was imminent or that the employés of their 
houses had any reason to take such action: 
It is known, however, that for some time 
the butchers employed in the Stock-Yards 
packing-houses have been complaining not 
alone for themselves but on account of the 
butchers employed in the Omaha, 

City, and 8t. Joseph piants. 


Wages at Kansas City Low. 

The cause of compaint is the scale of wages 
at Kansas City, where the maximum pay of 
the best workmen is said to be but $15 a week. 
It is stated by the butchers ‘that a cut is 
expected in the St. Joseph and Omaha plants 
that will reduce their scales, at present avér- 
aging $18 a week, to the same level. The 
complaint in Chicago is the fear of a similar 
cut, to which ts added a desire to help out 
the men of thé other plants. 

The scale at Kansas City has been in effect 
two years, despite strenuous efforts made 
by the men to raise it. The failure. of the 
men to get the scale raised is said to be due to 
the prevalence of non-unién labor in Kansas 
City. President Donnelly has been at work 
for a month in Kansas City organizing the 
local men into a branch of the Cattle Butch- 
ers. association. To help out that union, 
which ts admittedly weak, and to head of a

‘This ruinous calamity seems now to 
have, been averted, but the Amalgamated 
Railway Servants’ society, one of the most 
powerful trade unions in the country, is now 
showing a ‘disposition. to attack the employ- 


‘ers in detail. A beginning has been made 


with the Taff Vale railway, an important 


little line, which serves the great steam coal 


district in south Wales. The nominal cause 
of: the dispute is here absurdly frivolous, a 
quarrel over the reinstatement of a single 
invalided signalman, whom the company 
had treated with ample consideration, but 
behiid it looms the larger question as to 
whether the company shall recognize the 
right of the trades union to represent men in

Professor Nietzsche, the Insane Philol- 
ogist and Author, of Germany, 
Dies at Weimar. |

Wilhelm Nietzsche, the philosopher, died 
here today of apoplexy. He was born in 


Friedrich Wilhelm Nietzsche was born on 
Oct. 15, 1844, near Lentzen, Saxony. His

BERLIN, Aug. 25.—{Copytight, 1000, by 
the Associated Press.]—Official circles here 
emphasize the statement that Germany, 
after the taking of Pekin and Field Marshal 
Count von Waldersee’s appointment to the 
command of the allied forces in China, 
stands precisely in the same attitude as be- 
fore, Germany, it is added, still insists on 
carrying out the program which the Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, Count von Billow, 
published in his circular of July 8, and which 
was approved here and abroad. 

It is also officially claimed that all the 
other powers interested still adhere to that 
program, of whjch there now remain two 
most important. paragraphs—viz.: Adequate 
redreas for Chinese crimes against interne- 
tional rights and the reéstablishment of an 
orderly state of affairs, and the installation 
of a government willing and able to give 


‘guarantees against the recurrence of the 


recent outrages. 

Many papers, however, continue to express 
distrust of the intentions of several of the 
powers, especially Great Britain and Fran 
claiming they have separate plans r | 
the Fang-tse Valley and the southern 
inces. 
So far as Russia is concerned the German 
press is not exercised, because it has been 
officially admitted by Germany that Ger-

WHEATON CADDIES STRIKE 


FIRST THEY. DEVASTATE THE 
WATERMELON PATCH. 


Links of the Chicago Golf Club at 
- Wheaton Practically Tied Up as 
- Result of Trouble with the Boys, 
Due to Their Dislike of Caddie Mas- 

_ ter. Witheim—They. Resort to Vio- 
lence and Evade Arrest—Large Num- 
ber Employed. 


The caddies of the Chicago Golf club are 
out on a strike, and the links of the club at 
Wheaton were practically tied up yester- 
day afternoon. Warrants for four of the 
eaddies were sworn out by officérs of the 


club before a Wheaton justice yesterday 


morning, but at 6 o’clock last evening the 
constables had not been able to catch the 
boys off their guard and. make the arrests. 

The strike is the result of ill-feeling among 
the caddies against Caddie Master Armond 
Wilheim, who, they claim, twists their 
wrists, pushes them off the porch, and locks 
them up without any excuse whatever. 
They also claim that he is the cause of their 
failure to get their pay promptly, and assert 
that the strike will be continued to the bitter 
end unless Wilheim is removed. In addi- 
tion, they threaten to avenge thelr wrongs 
by giving the caddie master a severe beating 
when they catch him alone. e 
Last Sunday several of the caddies who 
thought their troubles had become past 
bearing announced to their companions that 
they. intended to strike, but they were not 
able’ to get a large: following. The strike 
was an incfpient affair until Friday after- 
noon, when several of the boys were left in 
the garden of the club to guard the water- 


‘melon patch against the raids of the 


strikers. Overcome by the temptation, the 
guards called tn their friends, the strikers, 
and the crowd got away with twenty-five 
of the melons. The strike was then well 
under way, and the caddies assembled on 
the grounds before the club to announce. 
the fact. Finding that some of the boys 
were not willing to join them, they pulled 
them away: from the links and handled them 
roughly. The officers of the club resented 
the use of force and secured warrants for 
the arrest of four of the boys. 

When the authorities arrived to serve the 
warrants the caddies took refuge in a corn- 
field. When the coast is clear the boys come 
out in. plain view.of.the clubhouse. The 
club employs from seventy-five to eighty 
caddies, almost all of whom live in Wheaton,

Coach Stagg declared to Conifbear there 
were a number of good men on the track 
squad last spring who would have won 
points for the maroon if they had been found 
sooner and had been given more experience 
at running in meets. A call will be made to 
the incoming freshmen class and to all other 
students in the university, at the opening of

Golden Plover Migrates Early. 


The golden plover is an altogether different 
bird from the upland plover, and is more 
properly to ‘be called a game bird. 
is sometimes known as the bullhead plover, 
or black-breasted plover. It used to be 
called “frost bird’’ in the Hast, because it 
nearly always came south across the coun- 
try in its fall migration just about at the 
time of-the first frosts. It strikes this part 
of the West at about that same time, per- 
haps a trifle earlier. It goes in larger flocks, 
both spring and fall, than the upland plover, 
and is a bigger and heavier bird. The golden 
plover is the one you sometimes see upon the 
Northern restaurant bills. : 

The golden plover in the early fall is also 
a fat and toothsome fellow, and No, 8's do 
not always penetrate his thick layers of yel- 
low fat deeply enough to bring him down. 
His time of migration is about the same as 
that of the jacksnipe, or a little later in the 
spring, perhaps a little earlier in the fall. 
There are some snipe that breed here in the 
marsh regions of Illinois and Indiana, but 
the golden plover’s nesting grounds belong 
much farther north, and twice a year it 
crosses a continent, on that strange, no- 
somewhat inexplicable migratory 
flight which seems to be the sole occupation 
in life of the wild fowl and their cousins, 
the plover and snipe. You may see the long, 
dark lines of the flocks of the golden plover 
before long now, steadily passing across the 
fields and high meadows and somewhat re- 
sembling in flight the wild pigeon. They 
need to eat, and they pause on.their south- 
bound as well as their north-bound flight to 
feed when they come upon good country. In 
the fall, as well as in the spring, they are a 
mixture of shrewdness and gullibilty, and 
they are as susceptible as any bird to easy 
approach upon the inevitable 
The whistle of the decoy shooter is as fatal 
to the golden plover in the fall as it was in 
the spring, and it still will swing time and 
again in over the decoys to meet the deadly 
rain from the gun of the shooter w 
how to hunt this bird. Even more 
coyed are the young birds than the older 
ones of springtime, for they have not yet 
learned all the devious ways of life, and the 
instinct of gregariousness which packs cer- 
tain species stupidly together is equally fatal 
with the breeding instinct which is the basis 
of the sportsman’s deception of the birds 
which he pursues in the springtime, the 
breeding-season. 


Easily Decoyed by Whistling. 
The golden plover is not so simple and art- 
less as its distant relative, the Bartramian 
Sandpiper, but it might well take a few les- 
No system of decoying 
the upland plover has yet been invented by 
the sportsman, so far as I know, and it does 
not for any long time go in large numbers, 
but scatters out and spreads over the coun- 
try, each household taking care of itself. 
The note of the golden plover is not difficult 
to imitate, and it decoys to an imitation that 
is only fairly good, a shrill, recurrent note, 
something like *“‘ Wheet, wheet, whi-whit—

INCREASED INTEREST IN THE 
TRAINING OF THE BIRDS. 


Lake’ View Flying Club of Chiease In- 


‘and Has Conducted Brilliant Trials 
“Cannon Ball Holds the National 


Trip of 1,040 Miles from Las Vegas, 
N. M., in Twelve and a Half Days. 


The care, training, and racing of homi 
pigeons are occupying an increasing amoun 
of attention not only in this city but in 
the country at 

The Lake View Flying club of this city 
includes in its membership the proprietors 
of ten lofts, from all of which good records 
have been made. In the third of the old 
bird series flown on Sunday, June 3, from 
Bucklin, Mo., an air-line distance of 313. 
miles, J. A. Sauter, the-proprietor of the 
Chicago loft at 227 Fremont street, and 
President of the club, got the first return at 
4:53:42 p. m. In the 400-mile race flown 
from Liberty, Mo., on Tuesday, June 12, his 
birds again were the only ones homed the 
Same day. In the fifth series, sent from 
Emporia, Kas., 518 miles air-line distance, 
Mr. Sauter’s Teddy Roosevelt” made a 
record of 801.63 yards per minute. Thus Mr. 
Sauter’s birds have won this season first 
and second diploma on the 200, 300, 400, amd 
500 mile races. 

After “ Fred Homel” flew the 1,040 mile . 
distance from Las Vegas, N. M., to Chicago 
in 1897 In twenty-one days, the record re- 
mained at a standstill (Western champidn- 
ship) until the present season. On July 19 


club to Las Vegas, the exact distance being 
(1,089.55 miles. They were liberated on July 
22. On Aug. 4 “ Cannon Ball,” the property 
of F, W. Ward of the North Shore loft, 437 
Pratt avenue, ‘returned, having made the 
distance in 12 days, 10 hours, and 50 minutes.

‘EB. 8. Petersen proprietor, returned on Aug.

The North Shore loft: contains breeders 
imported from the lofts of J. Plentincks of 
Brussels, the King of Belgian fanciers; M. 
Quasyhagens of Liere, the long-distance 
prize winner; Gus Offermans of Antwerp, 
one of the most noted fanciers of Belgium, - 
together with imported English and stock 
or from some of thémost noted American 
ts. 


Mr. Ward, who is race secretary of the 
Lake View Flying club, insists. strongly 
that prize-winning and professionalism 
shall. be kept out of pigeon fancier affairs. 
The pleasure gained ‘from the care and 
training of homing pigeons is, he thinks, 
ample return, and any taint of commercial- 
ism would materiacly spoil the sport. The 
members, he thinks, find plenty of return 
for their troubie in the satisfaction arising 
from the skill attained by the birds iggtheir 
care. 

Pigeon fanciers have made the training of 
the birds a study. 

The young pigeon comes into notice when 
8 days old, having at that date a seamless 
aluminium band bearing a registered num- 
ber of the national association, sipped over 
the foot into its place around the ank‘e. This 
ceremony cannot be performed even a few 
Gays later, as the foot rapidly develops and 
hardens, making it impossible to bend it to 
admit of its passing through the tiny ring. 

At the age of 3 months training begins. 
At the first of the training season (beginning 
on March 1) all the birds ab-e to Ny are kept 
om the wing an hour daily before feeding 
time. _This~ is ‘discontinued . when. . they 
reach the 100-mile race. 

The training. of the-young birds begins by 
taking them twomiles from home, Hberating 
them, and leaving them ‘to find their way 
back. At intervals of three days the dis- 
tance is lengthened to flye, and then ten 
miles. Then they are eniered for the club 
stations, and are shipped 28, 56, 88, and 100 
miles at three-day intervals. Afterréachin 
the 100-mile race the interval between fiy- 
ings is lengthened to a week, and the dis-. 
tances they fly or attempt to fly are limited 
by the judgment of their owners, the most 
careful believing a young. bird should not 
be put to fly more than 300 miles. , 

The young bird raciig occurs in. the late 
summer and. fall. Today the birds are ex- 
pected to return from the Futurity Race. 
The station for this race is at Princeton, 
Mik, a distance, air line; of 101 miles. The 
pigeons were shipped last night at 10:20 
o'clock, and. if the wind is favorable they 
are expected back today at about 10:15 to 
10:30 a. m., the ilberating occurring at 8 

The pigeons are shipped in low u 
topped baskets, divided into 
ments for males and females respectively. 
Under the partition the feed and water 
pans are fixed in such a way as to be open 
to efther side. The water pan is something 
of the shape of a non-spilling ink well, to

It is most imperative that pigeons should 
have an abundance of fresh water, and 
bathing pans are also provided in the home 
coops. Their food during the flying season 
consists of Canada peas, a small yellow va- 
riety, and Kaffir corn. The latter is grown 
in Kansas from seed imported from India. 

During 
winter ordinary Indian corn is fed to

Whether or not we shall ever see & 
floating hospita] in that river, winding its 
way through the heart of the crowded 
districts, it is certainly to be hoped that 
passenger craft plying upon its waters may 
sometime afford the superior advantages 
of riding upon calm water as compared 
with noisy cars in dusty streets.

It is time that the river, as the chief 
natural feature of Chicago aside from the

THE CONTRACTORS’ ULTIMATUM. 
The Contractors’ counell is said to have 


decided to give up trying to reach an 
agreement With ‘the unions. During the 
first week in September the members say 
they will declare Chicago an open mar- 
ket for labor and will begin bringing in 
workmen from the outside, wherever these 
ean be found. It is not improbable that 
they will carry out this ultimatum, Unless 
the Chicago mechanics are willing to give 
up the sympathetic strike and other ob- 
noxious points contended for by the Build- 
ing Trades council, they are now in danger 
of finding themselves supplanted and per- 
manently out of work so far as Chicago 
is concerned. This would be unfortunate, 
for many of them own their homes in this 
eity and would find it difficult to go else- 
where. 


Up to the present time the contractors 


have not been particularly anxious to 
push building operations, Aside from the 
labor troublés they were confronted by ab- 
normally high prices of building materials, 
As construction in Chicago had kept up 
fairly well with the growth of the popula- 
tion, there was .no great pressure from 
property-owners who wished to build, But 
in the last few weeks the prices of steel 
and of other building materials have fallen 
' and this has worked a decided change in the 
situation, Building operations have now 
been at a standstill for practically a year 


r differences at their leisure. They have 


begun calling in contractors from other 
cities, and the Ghicago contractors see them- 
selves menaced with a loss of clients as well 
as of temporary profits. 


Under the changed conditions it will be 


only natural if the contractors in this city 
determine to save themselves by calling in 
‘outside labor, regardless of its union or non- 
union character. It would be useless for 
them to go to work with the unions of the 
‘Building Trades council so long as they 
are threatened with the so-called sym- 
‘pathetic strike. It is impossible to make 
definite contracts and carry them out on 
time so long as the workmen are liable 
to be ordered out whenever a disagreement 
occurs in some allied trade, Contractors 
can make nothing but vague and unsatis- 
factory contracts under such conditions and 
most owners are not willing to let the work 
on such terms, They do not wish to run the 
risk of having their structures left in the 
plight of the federal building in this city. If 
the Chicago contractors wish to keep their 
hold on the building enterprises of the city 
they have no choice but to insist on the 
elimination of the sympathetic strike. Itis 
to be hoped that the local unions will realize 
this fact before it is too late. - 3 


STUDY OF CHILDREN, | 
Dr, G. Stanley Hall is always engag- 


ing in populaf address, whether written 
or spoken, concerning child study. His 
vigor and swing of thought, his concrete- 
ness of style, and his healthy optimism 
easily captivate even one who has had 
no special association with children or with 
the “‘ problems” connected with their de- 
velopment. It is for this reason that per- 
sons who disagree with his methods of re- 
search and the value of the results feel 
special alarm. 


While confuting in the current Forum 


some of these critics, he takes occasion 
to indicate the scope of child study, or 
paidology, the wide and rapidly widen- 
ing field where the new science is being 
pursued, and some of its valuable results. 


The subject is in itself “ partly psycholo- 


‘gy, partly anthropology, partly medico- 
hygiene.” It touches the subject of “ in- 
stinct in animals .. . the rites and be- 
liefs of primitive people, folk lore, and 
religious evolution,” and it has “a broad, 
practical side in the pedagogy of all stages.” 
It is not only carried on by experts and 
thorough special investigations concerning 
defective children, but thousands of mothers 
and ordinary teachers gather data‘in its 
aid concerning the acts and characteris- 
tices of the children known to them—their 
physical and mental! capacities, defects, and 
tendencies at different ages, their addiction 
to “fears, anger, dolls, laughing, and cry- 
ing,” their passion for stamps or toys, their 
teething, and other bodily development, and 
report these facts to scientific authorities. 

_ By such collecting of data an entirely 
novel fund of information is added to sev- 
eral sciences dealing with the human 
species; for it is largely true that the 
psychical and even the physical facts of 
childhood drop irrevocably out of memory 
as their respective periods are outgrown. 
They are thus unknown to adults unless 
deliberately gathered by others in thi 

manner. 


Such information, as one result, brings 


a new element into psychology—a science 
usually studied as relating merely to the 
adult mind. That science tends through 
.these additional data to be transformed into 
a developmental matter, to portray not so 
much a cross’ section of the mind at one 
stage as the story of its growth. It helps 
_to complete “‘the natural history of the 
human and prehuman mind in all its 
aspects, from the ant, bee, and wasp up.” 


Another of the results of child study 


is that, without in any sense impairing 
the nafveté of children—in most cases they 
never suspect that they are being observed 
~those who gather the data acquire a 
habit of observation and discrimination 
which puts them into a new relation of in- 
telligence and sympathy with their children.

GEOWTH OF ST. LOUIS, 

The census returns for St. Louis farnish 
another proof of the fact that ambitious 
hopes and unprejudiced figures are not likely 
to agree. That the people of St. Louis are 
generally inclined to accept the returns of 
the federal census enumerators as accurate, 
and are notslisplaying any great amount of 
useless wrath and disappointment, is cred- 
itable to their good sense. 

It is doubtful if the official figures of the 
census office will altogether please the peo- 
ple of any city of the first or even of the 


second class. The only towns at all likely 
to be delighted with them are those so small 


that 2 comparatively small numerical in- 
crease is sufficient to make an enormous per 
centage of gain. The fact that the census 
figures are a shock to the ambitions of al- 
most all communities is in a way another 
proof of théir accuracy. If only here and 
there a city was found raising its voice in 
protest inaccuracy and carelessness might 
naturally be suspected, but when the cry 
is almost univérsal the inferance is plain 
that the wish has been the father of the 
thought and municipal ambition the mother 
of an empty boast. 

The present population of St. Louis is 
575,288, a gain of 123,468 in the decade, the 


percentage of gain being 27.33. It cannot 


be said that the gain in population is large 
when the great gain as a trade center which 
the city has made during the same time is 
considered. ‘The fact that the city has in- 
creased in {mportance commercially as a 


distributing point for the South and South- | 


west, but not relatively as a manufacturing 
center, makes it natural that the returns of 
the city’s commerce should indicate a larger 
growth than is shown by the census figures. 
A great jobbing trade makes wealth and 
prosperity, but great manufacturing inter- 
ests mean population as well as profits. 

Another factor in explaining the compara- 
tively slow growth of the Missouri metrop- 
olis is the fact that the Mississippi River, to 
which St. Louis has owed much in the past, 
is year by year becoming less important as 
a commercial waterway. 

When all is considered there is no real rea- 
son why the people of St. Louis should feel 
discouraged, and there is no evidence that 
they do. The growth of the city, if slow, has 
been solid. There has been nothing un- 
healthy or feverish about it, and the in- 
habitants are much richer on the average 
than they were ten years ago. 

St. Louis will hold for the next decade the 
position of the fifth city in the union in point 
of size, which it won in 1890. If it has not 
made a phenomena! gain in numbers it has 
held its own. 


CORONERS AND ACCIDENTS. 

Are Coroners constituted and salaried to 
prevent deaths by accident or merely to 
keep tally of the number and to insure the 
proper records? Is it the intent of a Cor- 
oner’s inquest to trace “ accidents,” if pos- 
sible, back to their actual causes, and to 
locate responsibility with a view not only 
to punishment but to correction? Oris that 
inquest intended to be a sort of perfunctory 
ceremony—society’s official “ Alack!” pro- 
nounced over the remains of one of its un- 
fortunate members as a formal signal for 
the drop of the curtain? | 

Are deaths by accident primarily to put 
the Coroner on notice that there is probably 
something wrong, and to promote remedial 
inquiries? Or is that official to shut his 
eyes to the possibility of contributory fault 
and to refuse others the right to search? 
Are Coroners to investigate or to hush up 
the causes of accidents? | 

Tue Trisune had occasion recently to 
call attention to the glaring futility of the 
Coroner’s inquest in the case of the victims 
of the Dearborn stréet fire—an inquest from 
which a verdict was rendered (1) merely 
censuring the owners, who were primarily 
responsible for the fatal lack of fire escapes; 
(2) not even mentioning the head of the 
Building department, to whose deliberate 
policy of not enforcing the fire escape ordi- 
nance the lack of an escape in this case was 
secondarily due; and (3) holding to the grand 
jury an inspector whose neglect. merely 
registered the adherence of a subordinate 
to the practice established by his superiors. 

The futility and unfairness, however, of 
such a verdict were not more impertinent to 
the public than was the arbitrary action 


of the Deputy Coroner on Friday in pre- 


venting a free inquiry into the circumstances 
of the death of Miss Hattie Nolan, who was 
killed a few days ago at one of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad crossings 
in Rogers Park. The attorney appearing 
in behalf of the family of the deceased is 
alleged to have been excluded from the 


) hearing for insisting upon questions directed 


to bring out the possible negligence of the 
railroad company, a priest is claimed to 
have been treated in a similar manner, and 
the foreman of the jury affirms that he was 
precluded by the same official from putting 
inquiries of the same sort, and that the jury 
was prevented by similar interference from 
rendering the verdict agreed upon by five 
of its members censuring the company for 
negligence. 
‘The jury seems to have been needlessly 
submissive to the Deputy Coroner’s dicta- 
tion, yet it is not strange that deference 
should be accorded his directions on such 
occasions. The vital issue raised is as to 
whether or not this public official is to exer- 
cise his function, for the purpose of shutting 
off research into the causes and so the pre- 
vefition of fatalities. ' 

In spite of the circumstances the verdict 
did recommend that flagmen should be 
placed at crossings, and the acting Mayor 
has temporarily and in accordance with the 
request of numerous citizens of the neigh- 
borhood directed that policemen be detailed 
for that duty. | 

The evidences that a revolution ought to 
take place in the Coronér’s office are fre- 
quent and convincing. 


PUBLIC ART IN BELGIUM. 

In 1894 there was formed the “ National 
Belgian Society for the Development of Art 
in Its Application to Street Decoration and 
to All Objects of Public Usefulness.” It 
was formed by artists and public-spirited 
citizens and has received generous popular 
support. It has a membership in the City 
of Brussels of 3,000. | 

One of its earlier efforts was directed to- 
ward securing appropriate and interesting 
designs for commercial signs along the 
streets. News stands, car waiting-roomis, 
and other objects of constant public notice 
have also been the subject of its attention, 
and it has promoted the decoration of com- 
mercial buildings. In one case, for example, 
a large dyeing house was embellished with 
mural paintings descriptive of the dyeing 
industry. 

The Town Councils in several cities have 
granted subsidies to the society and the 


tions among artists. The, public character 
of its work has insured an interest in it 
which would otherwise have been impossible 
to attain. The society has also secured the 
restoration of the town halls of several 
cities of the kingdom, and the Belgian build- 
ing at-the Paris fair consists in the literal 
reproduction of one of these. The Belgian 
people realize that in forwarding this effort 
they are making their country not only 
more habitable fof themselves but also more 
attractive for visitors. 

It is.interesting to note that this marked 
and popular expression of devotion to public 
att should occur in that country, where the 
labor movement is more active and in many 
ways better organized than in any other 
country on the continent.

milk, for which there is a growing demand in that part of the world. The 
Chinese have taken to it with avidity, eating it as a sweetmeat, and regard- 
ing it as a great delicacy. Forour eggs and butter, too, a market is spring- 
ing np in those parts, and it seemsto offer attractive possibilities. The 
patriotic American hen may yet lay the. basis of an important trade in the 
Orient. Foreigners criticise unfavorably our methods of shipping eggs, 
claiming that the crates we use for the purpose are unsuitable and cause 
breakage. If they are correct we shall soon find it out and do better. 
Seventy-five per cent of ourexports to Hongkong are farm produtts. 
Last year we shipped to that port over $4,000,000 worth of wheat flour; 
$46,830 worth of canned fruit, $20,841 worth of beans and peas, $9,026 
worth of green or ripe apples, $8,464 worth of canned vegetables, $3,896 
worth of potatoes, and $6,503 worth of butter.

He was educated in the Catholic semi- 
nary at Bensheim, and decided to become a 
teacher. For four years he taught in his 
native country. Then, in 1850, he sailed for 
America, coming to New York in the same. 
year. He had relatives in Chicago, and his 
first work was as a teacher of German and 
Hebrew in private families. In 1853 the Gar- 
den City Institute. was. opéeneii, and Mr. 
Mayer was taken into the faculty as teacher 
in these languages... | 

As he says; fie found it hard to thake 
living at teaching in the young city of 28,000 
population. In 1854 he had an oppoftinity 
to go into. tha, banking house of Henry 
Greenebaum &»+Go.. ag clerk and general 
assistant. From Oct 
Oct. 15, 18355, he was learning the system of 
banking and bank bookkeeping. On the 
latter date he left the bank to become. part- 
ner in a new banking institution with At- 
torney O. R. 
of Lull & Mayer. Lyll furnished the cap- 

ital, and the mew bank _ was opened at 106 
Randolph street, upstaits. In 1858 the house 
was moved to the Methodist Church Block, 
and in 1861 Mr, Lull retired from the bus!- 
ness, leaving it ‘in the name of Mr. Mayer. 
On Lull’s retirement Ralph Guthmann went 
into the bank; ‘the firm name being Leopold 
Mayer & Co. In 1865 Mr. Mayer again was 
left alone, but three years later Henry 
Steiner becamie partner, and the connection 
Jasted until the greatfire.... - 

Suffered by the Fire. 

The Bank was at 46 La Salle street when 
the fire broke out. It swept away nearly 
every dollar that young Mayer possessed, 
among other lesses being $10,000 in currency 
and a large sum in securities. But he had 


friends, and he started in business again, 


‘redeeming his losses and laying again the 
foundation of a fortune. 

‘Three years after coming to Chicago he 

had married Miss Regina Schulz of Chi- 
cago, and a family was growing up around 
him. When the son, Nathaniel A. Mayer, 
was old enough, he was taken into the busi- 
ness, and the firm became Leopold Mayer 
& Son, continuing so until March 3 of the 
present year, when Mr. Mayer retired from 
business, leaving the office to his son, 
‘ As a banker Mr. Mayer has had an In- 
fluence on the financial history of Chi- 
cago. His house weathered the famous 
Blaek Friday of firancial distress, the panic 
of 1873, and the troublous times of 1896. In 
the conferences of the bankers in these 
‘periods of stress he was an active worker

_ burg campaign.. At a time when the unien 
army was supplied with few, sometimes 
with none, of ‘the necesgaries,for care of 
the sick and wounded, and when thousands 
of men were. being rendered unfit for sery- 
ice by the rebel bullets and the rigors of 
Grant's forced marches, she shared the 
hardships of the soldiers, slept on bare 
floors, went without sufficient - food, and 
labored almost unceasingly for the com- 
fort of those under her care. 

“We went to Mound City, IIL,” she says. 
“We rode all day and night and arrived 
there worn out, to go at once into the hos- 
pitals. The river was up. On the side of the 
mound there was a big three-story ware- 
house, and from top to bottom that was 
full of wounded soldiers. There were no 
beds, no conveniences, no necessaries. Six 
surgeons had been busily at work cutting 
eff arms and legs and dressing wounds, 


and the place was like a shambles. All 


around the warehouse was water. On one 
side it was seventeen feet deep. A little dis- 
tance away was a grain elevator, at the 
river side, and that too was a hospital. 


“When we nurses arrived the poor sol- 


diers cried for joy. We pitched right in, 
though there was apparently nothing to do 
with, and did everything possible to make 
them comfortable. From floor to floor we 
went, cleaning up, carrying away the arms 
and legs, and old rags, and helping the men 
all we could. It was 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and I had not had sleep or food all the 
day before, when I gave up and sank down 
to rest. Mrs. Dr. Bassett of Evanston, who 
was with me, laid down beside me on a pile 
of blankets, and we slept a little. That was 
our introduction to the work we were to do. 
We staid there till the waters subsided, and 
the Governors of the various States came 
and took away as many of the wounded as 
could move. The Governor of Illinois was 
there, and of Minnesota, and of Indiana, and 
of many other States. The mound beside 
the warehouse was the only dry ground for 
ten miles, and all the cattle and pigs in that 
distance tried to climb upon it. There was 
not ftoom enough for them, and the pigs, I 
remember, swam in under. the warehouse 
floor. The soldiers took up two planks and 
hauled a couple of pigs through and killed

Among army officers in Burope the corset 
is gaining. It is worn by smart officers in 
every European country. The wearers in 
many instances make no secret of it, and & 
corseted officer excites no particular com- 
ment. It is recogrfized as a prerogative of 
the military man, a part of whose business 
it is to look well, and a herculean pair of 
shoulders set on a small waist only makes 
those shoulders look more military. The 
army officer may forget to remove his corset 
when he goes to be measured fer his civilian 
clothes and therefore be compelled to wear 
the whalebone or steel on all occasions, but 
his honor is not considered besmirched by 


larity if he outdoes in appearance the civilian 
part of his sex even when he descends to its 
costume. Advertisements of corsets for men 
appear regularly in German, French, and 
English publications, and this fact alone in- 
dicates there is a market for article. 

- If the corset for man does e into gen+ 
eral use its friends will have no difficulty 
finding precedents to excuse the fashion. It 
was a craze with men in Europe during the 
renaissance period, and there are signs that 
it was a weakness for a time even among the 
ancient Rémans and Greeks. - And while 
woman is generally credited with first wear- 
ing stays, waist compressors probably were 
worn first by man. Writing In the period 
when woman had got no farther than bands 
and waist belts, Aristophanes makes fun of 
his contemporary, Cineseas, for wearing 
busks of linden wood, and Capitolinus, in his 
biegraphy of Emperor Antony, relates that 
the stout ruler of that name used a con 
trivance of wood to compress his figure at 
the waist. Thus, while the statuary of the 
ancients shows the corset or its equivalent 
was not a common article of their dress, 
there is enough mention of it in the works of 
ancient writers to indicate it was worn by 
some as an aid to beauty of figure, according 
to the individual's idea of beauty, and the

When Habit Was Universal. ~~ 
When the predecessor of the corset, the 
tight bodice, came into use in the fourteenth 
century men vied with women in red@cing 
their waists, and wher Catherine de Medict 
introduced the whaleboned bodice in the 
fifteenth century man fairly outdid woman 
in the use of busks of wood or ivory and 
sheets and strips of steel held together by 
wire. Kings, physicians, and priests thune 
dered against the fashion at the time, point 
ing out its eyil effects, but it gained popu- 
larity with a speed that spread it all over 
Europe in a short time. The dandy of the 
court dandies was he who could show the 
smallest waist. 
Men continued with women to wear the 
corset, or corsetus, as the Catherine inven- 
tion was called, until the French revolution 
made that and other “ insignias of coquetry 


‘and riches” unpopular in France. The 
' fashion was revived again about 1810, when

} who perhaps knows more about the principles and the political and economic 
| conditions of modern warfare than any man alive—in

As is now known, M. de Bloch had one acquaintance more important than all the 
others put together; so that if his six huge volumes had only secured this one reader 
they would have had more influence upon the history of the world than most of those 
that circulate by the million and live through centuries. The one man was Nicholas Al- 
exandrevitch, the young Czar of Russia. To be brief, M. de Bloch converted the Czar, 


the Ozar called the Hague conference, the Hague conference—consisting of the envoys of 
the whole civilized world—met and constructed the judicial machinery that-is now be- 


ing completed in the capital of Holland; and so by the studies of a single man who was

LESSONS FROM SOUTH AFRICA. 


Let us look at the facts more closely. In. 
the first place, as to the mechanism of war- 
fare, the Transvaal war has proved what 
theorists had affirme®, that rifies are today 
ten times as’ powerful as those employed in 
the war of 1870. On critical occasions the 
bullets were described as falling like a heavy 
hail-sterm on a sheet of water. On the 
other’ hand, the new artillery, by which it 
was hoped to overcome this increase of rifle 
fire, has disappointed expectations, and has 
been-not only powerless put has often been 
put out of action in a few minutes. It has 
been shown in the Transvaal that an in- 
fantry, unsupported by artillery, cannot be 
driven from its positions even by a numeric- 
ally superior enemy, and that sheltered de- 
fenders suffer only insignificant losses if they 
disperse and cover themselves, only con- 
centrating when fire has been suspended for 
the purpose of an assault. Throughout his- 
tory earthworks have been used, but-earth- 


within 200 or 800 paces were a much less 
serious matter than defenses with a fire zone 
of a thousand paces in front of them, across 
which rifles can make exact practice at the 
rate of from fifteen to twenty-five shots per 
‘minute. In face of such a fire assaults have 
become a thing of the past; you simply can- 
not come on. I said so a year ago, not as my 
own opinion, but only condensing and popu- 
larizing the views of military men; now 
every one sees that it is so. The English 
artillery and its officers have been @ good 
deal criticised and blamed, but the fault is 
not’ theirs, it is in the nature of things. But 
this fact the adherents of routine will not 
admit, because if they did it would be under- 
stood by all that the time has come to settle 
national disputes by other means than arms, 
as war of the old kind seems im ble.

Above all, we have realized the perils of in- 
vasion. This also was known.theoretically, 
and it has. even been estimated that the 


the improvements in tactics, must be six or 
eight times those of a sheltered defender 
The Transvaal war proves this to the full, 
and it proves also that with modern arms 
every tactical error becomes fatal, and regi-. 
ments may be almost entirely destroyed ina 
few. minutes unless they surrender.- Another. 
danger illustrated is that of the officérs being 
picked off accurately at great distances; and 
yet another the difficulty of locating an ene- 
my using smokeless powder. The greater 
power of small intrenched defensive forces 
‘goes far to destroy the old advantage of 
rapid mobilization, and in other ways to re- 
‘duce the value of professional military skill. 
The art of making trenches has been rapidly 
improved, and it is found that wire-netting 
constitutes a defense as formidable as easy 
to erect, since it is almost impossible to cut 
it under fire. The shoulder-to-shoulder ad- 
vance has to be abandoned in favor of an 
open order. The cutting of communications 
by small free bands of a mobile enemy has 
had the most serious influence on the cam- 
paign. Even a feeble body, ambushed, be- 
comes immensely dangerous and annoying. 


‘THE SICK: ECONOMIC RESULTS. 


As for the wounded, their lot is worse, 
not er. They cannot be carried out of 
the firing line; they must be attended to aft- 
erwards. In the Transvaal—whither many. 
countries have sent ambulances, and where, 
therefore, there is at least twenty times as 
much help as could be provided in a war be- 
tween great powers when millions of men 
would be engaged—you see that the condi- 
tion of the sick and wounded is horrible. 
The greatest losses will be those from dis- 
ease. We see in the Transvaal war that 
the defenders never change their passive 
attitude, while the assailants either ratire 
or surrender as soon as they have arrived 
within a close range, since it is not possible 
for them -to stand such a murderous fire. 
But ‘in the future war in which millions 
of men. take part, lines advancing after 
lines, and behind them reserves, the losses 
will either be great, or, if they are slight, 
they will have no result, as in the Trans- 
vaal. And it must be remembered the losses 
are not so small if we take into considera- 


tion the small number of the Boers en- |

THE INDUSTRIAL PERIL. | 


It may be said that it is not the present 
trade but the future possibilities of China 
which excite the greedy anxiety of the out- 
sfde world. Little reflection will show that 
this is a mirage. The character of Chinese 
social organization and Chinese ideas—which 
no amount of railway and telegraph exten- 
sion can rapidly or radically ' change—is 
against it. Everything there is of the 
simplest character; the many needs on which 
international trade thrives simply do not 
exist. Of course, the resources of the coun- 


try will be developed; but let us fully under- 


stand what this means. China is rich in 
coal and iron and other minerals. Labor is 
so cheap—only a tenth of what it costs here 
or in America—that they will be able to 
produce everything there and send it to the 
markets of Europe at a price with which 
you cannot compete. If China could become 
a ground for colonization by the teeming 
peoples of Europe there might be some ex- 
cuse for a territorial policy. But that is 
question. 
so thickly populated that only e extra- 
ordinary skill and industry of the people en- 
able them to exist at all. 


PATRIOTS IN ‘REVOLT. 

As to the military situation, no avalila- 
ble force of the other powers can really 
conquer 400,000,000 of people.. The position 
has radically changed during the Jast few 
years. Hitherto China has lain quiet, ig- 
norant of or not seriously feeling fortign 
influence. But her defeat by the small Jap- 
anese nation stirred her to the depths. Then 
came the Transvaal war, showing what 
even a few determined men coujd do in 
self-defense. You know there is a great 
network of telegraphs now in China. The 
British defeats have been published far and 
wide by the government. Every center of 
population has received the news of the ; 
long resistance of the Boers. Faced by 
the seizure of this place by Russia, that 
by Germany, another by Great Britain, the 
Chimese have asked themselves whether 
they, too, could n-t do something with mod- 
ern arms. “ We can soon have 1,000,000 ri- 
fles, and the Germans and British have 
taught us to make ammunition,” they said; 
“we will try.” What has happened illus- 
trates one specific quality of the modern 
firearm; it gives the holder, especially if it 
is new to him, an assurance of ten-fold 
strength—an increase of prestige which has 
the ‘utmost military value.’ And, after all, 
what is a “ Boxer’? He is only what you 
would cal) here a jingo, what in France 
we vail a Nationalist, in Russia or Germany 
a patriot. Germany is probably the chief 
immediate cause of the outbreak, because 
the Germans in China have been particular- 
ly tactless and boastful. .Is it surprising 
that when each power is asking the other 
what it will take from China, the Chinese 
should say: ‘‘ Well, you are rich, but we 
are many; we will defend ourselves °’? 


LIST OF CAUSES. 


No doubt many factors have contributed to 
the present outbreak. The return of large 
numbers of Chinese laborers from America 
is one element of agitation; the cnanged 
methods of the missionaries is another.

enough list of causes. It is a dangerous and 
ominous situation. I have seen something 
of insurrection, and I know what a terrible

cannot really extinguish these patriotic 
movements.
